TWO ELECTROCUTIONS 


Murderers Pay Penalty at Sing Sing a 
few Minutes Apart 

Ossining, N.Y., Jan. 3—There was 
a double execution at Sing Sing pri- 
son this morning, two murderers pay- 
ing within a few moments of each 
other the penalty for their crimes. 
The men who went to the chair were 
William Morse, convicted in Brooklyn 
in 1907, and John Barobuto, who killed 
a fellow-Italian in Middletown in Jan- 
uary, 1909. Morse’s victim was a 
policeman, Edward J. Kavanagh, 
whorn he shot while trying to escape 
arrest for purse snatching. The el- 
ectrocutions, which took place at.ap- 
proximately six am., were declared 
successful. 


A PITTSBURG TRAGEDY 


A Man Shoots up His Household and then 
Kills Himself 

Pittsburg, Pa, Jan. 3.—Winfield 
Gibson, aged. 48 years, a resident of 
Munhall, a suburb of Pittsburg, :to- 
night shot his wife dead and seriously 
wounded:a son, fired three shots at his 
fleecing: daughter and then sent.a bul- 
let through his brain, dying instantly. 


They were subjected ie barbarous 
cruelties before their execution, be:ng 
condemned to death at half-past ten 
o'clock on the night of November 
14-at El Castillo, a small town on the 
Sa. Iuan river, Gfty miles from .Grey- 
town. ~The court-inartial was com- 
posed of seven.officers, including Col- 
onels Toribio and Ruiz. 

The prisoners were taken out of 
their cell after their conviction and 
shown the graves where their bodies 
would be buried. ‘Fhe execution took 
place in El Castillo cemetery. 

Captain Annibal Chaves was ordered

to conduct the execution, but he re- 
fused and was imprisoned and threat- 
ened with death. One hundred and 
fifty soldiers assembled in a circle, 
preparatory te carrying out the execu- 
tion. When the prisoners were taken 
out of their cell the soldiers stood at 
attention while the death warrant was 
read for the last time. 


In the drizzling rain the prisoners, 
with hands and feet tied, were made to 
sit on a three-foot bench to be shot 
on the brink of the graves. Cannon 
ibjected to blindfolding, but both were 
blindfolded. 


Cannon asked to be shot’ tirst. Groce 
manifested extraordinary courage, and 
led the way tothe place ‘of execution 
smoking. a cigar, throwing it away 
when he was blindfolded. The fring 
squad of four men shot both the vic- 
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tims at a distance of six feet. Groce 
was killed instantly. Cannon died 
five minutes afterward.

“We now sce our fellow-citizens in 
the British Islands as human beings, 
with passions like our own.

The Capital has already called at- 
tention to several particularly “raw” 
campaign utterances, to illustrate the 
state of political excitement prevail- 
ing in the old land. But no evidence 
to this effect is more striking than 
comes to us through the pages of what 
is ordinarily a very sleepy parish 
magazine, that published monthly by 
St. Peter’s Church, Staines. In the 
December issue the following note 
appeared: 

“The Rev. H. E. Hall, the vicar, 
wishes to express his great regret that 
the passage in the sernvon which was 
published in November, referring to 
the present government, appeared in 
the parish magazine.” 

It appears-that the curate, preaching’ 
at the harvest festival in connection 
with the church, referred to the spoil- 
ing of the crops by the wet weather 
of the past summer, and said: “Must 
we not ask: ‘Why has God dealt thus 
with us?” His reply to the question 
included the following passage: 

“Have we not, as a people, for- 
saken Giod and His worship? Are not 
our Government, whom, in a fit of 
madness, and. inthe believing of a lie, 
our people have placed in power, are 
they not attempting to subvert every 
principle of righteousness, and are 
they not doing all they can to hinder 
the work of God? And if this con- 
tinues, shall we mot be made to hear 
the challenge—Shall not my soul be 
avenged on such a nation as this? 
We are now undergoing the judg- 
ments of God.” 

The municipal election in ‘Toronto 
always attracts more attention in the 
country at large than does that in 
any other Canadian city. This year 
the fight for the mayoralty was a 
warmly contested one, but resulted in 
a majority of 4,000 for Controller 
Geary, a young man who has occu- 
pied a leading position in civic affairs 
for a considerable period, though he is 
now only thirty-eight years old. Even 
in the East, therefore, youth is mot 
always an iobstacle to advancement. 
Both the leading candidates were Con- 
servatives, but Mr. Geary was sup- 
ported by the official element in the 
party. There is little doubt that he 
is in training for bigger things and 
that we shall hear from him in con- 
nection with Dominion politics before 
very long, 

The Toronto ratepayers endorsed 
the scheme to build underground tubes 
by a large majority. One would hard- 
ly think the city large enough to war- 
rant as yet a move which is rendered 
‘imperative only by great congestion of 
traffic, 

Another scheme, that of building a 
great viaduct to carry Bloor street out 
over the Don ‘fiver, thus bringing a 
large tract of new territory into close 
touch with the centre of the city, was 
defeated. This has particular interest 
to us, because it involves a problem 
that we are face to face with in Ed- 
monton. Such a viaduct was partic- 
ularly desired by the owners of the 
property that would be opened up. 
But why, it was asked, should the 
city bear the expense iof an under- 
taking without reaping some of the 
benefit which would come from a 
multiplication of the value of the land 
affected?

Two Men Waited at Land Office and 
Then Lost Half-Section They 
Were After 


In every town and city in the west* 
where there is a Dominion land office, 
the following story told by the Saska- 
toon Saturday Press will be read with 
interest, especially by those who have 
stayed in line themselves in order to 
file for a particularly desirable home- 
stead: . 

A week ago The Saturday Press re- 
ported that a young ‘man named But- 
ler and a friend who was then spoken 
of as being too modest to give his 
name, were-holding a weary vigil at 
the Dominion lands office door. The 
boys were after a half-section down 
near Kinderley said to be worth 
about $5,000, and ‘they sat through 
from Wednesday noon, December 22, 
till Tuesday morning this week, but 
they didn't. get the land. It was a 
hard session especially for T. F. But- 
ler, who just left the city hospital ion 
December 10, after an attack of fever. 
On the marning when the piece of 
land wanted was ta be thrown open, 
J. A. McRae got in ahead of the boys 
and: filed for the half section. ‘The 
rule at the land office is that first 
come is first served and the boys knew 
it, in fact they knew it se well that 
they had put ia a week at the door- 
way waiting so that they would be 
first. Surprise was expressed in some 
quarters at Mr. McRae getting in on 
the half section which the boys were 
after and on which they declare they 
had intended locating in the spring. 
Regarding the incidents of the morn- 
ing, J. A. Currie, one of the two men 
who sat through a week and lost in 
the end, makes the following state- 
ment in The Saturday Press: 

“T was one of the men who waited 
from Wednesday noon until Tuesday 
morning for a homestead, a quarter of 
E14-29-23. Mr. Butler was in for a 
quarter of the same half-section. On 
Tuesday morning Mr. Butler started 
to. go upstairs in the land office build- 
ing and when barely out of sight of 
where I stood on the landing at the 
head of the stairs, Mr. McRae came 
up the stairway and climbed over the 
railing and took the first place be- 
hind me, making himself second in 
line, | holding first position. I called 
Mr. Butler, who came down stairs at 
once, but was relieved to see it was 
only Mr. McRae whom we had seen 
frequently passing to and from his 
afaee, and dismissed all fear of an 
attempt to take his (Mr. Butler’s) po- 

ition. While standing behind me, Mr. 
‘Let me out,’ or ‘Let me 
past,’ and of course, thinking he wish- 
ed to go ino his office, 1 stepped out 
and Jet him go by. Instead of doing 
as I expected, he took tlie first place 
behind the rail. Shortly afterwards 
Mr. MeRae said: ‘] am afpaid I’m go- 
ing to beat you fellows this morning,’ 
or words to that effect.

Saved Lives of Many Passengers in the 
Recent Wreck at Chapleau 


When the passengers on one coach 
of the ‘Toronto-\Winnipeg express, 
wrecked last weel: at Chapleau, reach- 
ed Toronto, they issued this state- 
ment: 

“The undersigned passengers of 
train No. 94 (‘Toronto express), which 
was derailed near Chapleau about 1.15 
am. ion the 24th inst, feel it their 
duty to bring to your notice the valu- 
able services rendered by Porter M. 
Martin of tourist car 1,069 of this 
train during the accident. ‘This car 
(No. 1069), containing 60 passengers 
of whom at least one-half were women 
and children, was thrown over a 
thirty-foot embankment, took fire from 
the stove, and would have been con- 
sumed with many’ of its passengers. 
Just what a terrible catastrophe this 
would have been can be better imag- 
ined than described, 

“But Porter Martin, breaking the 
windows with his hands, put the fire 
out by throwing snow on it, severely 
cutting and burning his hands in the 
operation. He therefore amply de- 
serves any official reward or promo- 
tion that can be given him. 

“Great praise must be given also to 
the efforts of Dr. and Mrs. Crotty of 
Winnipeg. Dr. Crotty worked all 
night and was able to greatly amclior- 
ate the condition of the many in- 
jured at a time when for twelve hours 
no medical attendance was provided 
by the company.”

OUR HORSES 


Steps Should be Taken to Bring : 


About an linprovement 

From every section of North mer- 
ica comes evidence of the prosperity 
of live stock breeders. Every class 
of registered animal is in great de- 
mand at high prices. Western Canada 
is “getting in’ on some of this pros- 
perity, but is really notg etting her 
share. 

“here is big money in horse breed- 
ing, but there are comparatively few 
breeders of high class horses in the 
prairie provinces. livery year large 
numbers are imported from across the 


water and from the States. Of 
course there will always be some 
breeding stock imported, but the 


western farmer should get in on the 
ground floor and have. the market 
classes to sell when they are de- 
manded.—” Winnipeg Telegram. 

The above reminds us that théré is 
room for us to be moving in the line 


of acquiring some good coaching stal-| if 


lions, a line of breeding which is be- 
ing very much neglected in Alberta. 
Medium-heavy, active teams are be- 
coming very scarce, and there does 
not seem to be much doing in the 
way of breeding these. 

Soon our supply will be complete- 
ly exhausted, and then where should 
we go for this class of lorse, for fire 
horses, delivery horses or useful sorts 
for general purposes? 

Some of our friends are suggesting 
that this matter might be taken up 
by our provincial government, and 
that good French or German coaching 
stallions be placed about the province, 
as is done on the continent of Europe. 
As another alternative we might adopt 
the British plan of offering big prem- 
iums at fuirs for suitable stallions to 
stand in certain districts for a year 
for the benefit of farmers and ranch- 
ers. The yovernment pays the prem- 
ium, the horse standing at a nominal 
figure. 

The French and Germans have ex- 
celled all other nations in this line 
of breeding, because of the interest 
taken in the matter by their respect- 
ive governments, and because of the 
method and system employed in 
breeding this class of horse. No- 
where can there be found at present 
a better lot of coach horses, artillery 
and cavalary horses, etc, than’ in 
France or Germany. 

This is an important subject that 
should receive mmediate attention, 
and, as,we have one of the finest 
horse breeding countries in the world, 
we should be paying attention to the 
world’s wants. Of course we are mak- 
ing great advances in breeding heavy 
drafters, hackneys, standari-breds and 


certain sorts, but we are seglecting |
